The Times of the 8th ult. devoted a leading 
urticle to Mr. Wauton’s observations and 
admitted that hia account of what is going 
on in China was neither flatcering nor en- 
couraging. ‘‘ In brief it may be said that he 
“ finds all interests but those of Great Britain 
“being vigorously extended and consoli- 
“dated.” The Times mentions also how Mr. 
Watton found that “valuable instrument,” 
the Inland Waters Concession, :so0 much 
waste paper, and that “ British steamers on 
“the Yung-tsze and West River sre not 
“allowed to touch at any but treaty ports, 
“the result being that in the total absence 
“ of wayside traffic they do not pay. There 
‘is some show of British gunboats, but only 
“one has ever got more than fifty miles 
“above I-chang, and our officers know 
“nothing about the navigation of the upper 
“river” Altogether The Times’ writer re 
ceives a painful impression of a general 
slackness in British policy in the Far East, 
and of the sharply contrasted activity of 
other countries. ‘This would have sounded 
far more satisfactory had we read it some 
twelve or eighteen months ago. As it is, 
we may perhaps trust that what we have 
known since within a few weeks of the 
granting of the Lolaud Waters Concession 
the home public is just beginning to under- 
atand through individual energy and enter- 
prise. But this should not make wny one 
forget that there is a Cousular Service, part 
of whose work it is to do officially what Mr. 
Watton has dove privately. it would be 
disheartening, were we not su accustomed to 
the experieuce, to find that what we have 
been talking of fur many mouths, if not for 
years, is treuted as a rather surprising clis- 
covery itt home. Should we take this as 
indicating that we have been talking to uo 
effect for so long, and that the Government 
considers itself sufficiently well-informed by 
its Consular Service to be justified in put- 
‘ting aside, neatly tied up in red tupe, the 
complaints of the uon-atficinl?

The Com- 
mittee, moreover, did not like the wording of 
the clanse as to fixing rents in cases of dis- 
puted ownership and wished this clause to be 
omitted or amended. The Attorney-General 
has, accordingly, incorporated such further 
amendments in the Bill hereto annexed, 
omitting the clause in question. It will, how- 
ever, be necessary for the Bill to be considered 
by the Committee of the whole Council, and 
the Attorney-General will propose in ‘such 
Committee that the clauses so altered in. the 
Bill as now amended be substituted for those 
in the original Bill. 

The ATTORNEY-GaNERAL—lIf the Standing 
Law Committee had had the advantage of hav- 
ing all the members present, then under the 
Standing Orders we should have reported upon 
this Bill, and unless the Council was desirons 
it would have been unnecessary for the Council 
to go through the Bill clause by clause in com- 
mittee. As I have pointed ont in my report, 
owing to the indisposition of one.of the members, 
the Standing Law Committee were unable to 
report that the Bill had been considered in its 
present form clause by clause in the presence 
of all the mombers of the committee. There- 
fore it will be necessary that the whole Council 
in committee should consider the Bill. This 
is @ very important Bill, It was brought for- 
ward for a first reading in the latter part of 
November After this it was read a second time 
and referred to the Standing Law Committee. 
The Standing Law Committee . had sevoral 
sittings and they proposed a number of amend- 
ments.

_ ution consequence. The law upon the point 
. Was this: outside the exceptions contained in 
’ the bill of lading, there was a liability upon the 
shipowver as & common carrier to deliver tha 
goods which were entrusted to his oare in good 
-order and condition. It was admitted by the 
defendant that these 15 tins were not delivered 
in good order and condition, and that, apart from 
~the exceptions contained -in the bill of lading, 
- the defendant was liable to pay the plain- 
tiffs the damage sustained by them, that was to 
say, (ho sum of $2,550. Therefore prima facie 
the plaintiffs were entitled to the amount whioh 
they olaime , and unless the defendant could 
succeed in satisfying the jury that he had 
brought his case within the exceptions contained 

in the bill of lading, upon which he relied, they 
must give judgment for the plaintiffs. The de- 
fendant io his answer relied upon two specific 
exceptions contained in the bill of lading. The 
first exception on which he relied was insuf.- 
ficiency of paoking—that the tins containing 

. this oil were not strong enough to stand the or. 
dioary pressure of an ordinary voyage out from 
Hoihow to Hongkong. The second defeace was 
that these goods were damaged by perils of the 
sea, That was to say that the ship laboured so 
heavily in the bad weather experienced on the way 
out from Hoihow to Hongkong on the 14th and 
15th Uct--bor, that the tins were stove in through 
no fault on the ship-owner's part. He wuld point 
ont to them that the law was that it was for the 
defendant, who relied upon these two excep- 
tions, to prove such facts as weuld satisfy the 
jury that he was fairly and reasonably on- 
titled to olaim the benefit of such exceptions.

Their Lordships gave judgment in this case. 
The Chiof Justice said—This is an appeal 
bythe Defendants in the Court jbalow from 


a judgment of Acting Chief Justice Good- 


man, given on the 21st Decemier, 1899). 
in favour of the Plaintiff in the Court below. 
This judgment was given on the hear- 
ing of an issue in law, in the natire of a 
demurrer, whioh was in the following terms : — 
“ Assuming that all the facts staled in the 
Petition are true, is or is not the Plaintiff's 
ee barred by the Statutes of Limita- 
tions P” 

The facts sot out in the Petition may. be 
shortly stated. The Appellants are partners 
in the Yan Wo and Yi Li opiam firms of 
Hongkong and Macao. Ho I Shek, of whose 
estate, the Respondent is administrator, died 
intestate on the 19th June, #880. No ad- 
ministration to his estate was taken out until 
the month of November, 1886—more than six 
years after his death—when probate of an 
alleged will was granted to Ho Chik Fak. the 

tsop named as executor in the will. Ho Chik 

uk did not intermeddle in any way with 
the shares of Ho I Shek ia the Yan Wo and 
Yi Li firms. On the 17th November, 1896, 
the Court revoked the grant of probate on the 
ground that the will was a forgery, and on the 
21st June, 1897, letters of administration of 
the estate were granted to-the Respondent 
At the time of his death Ho I Shek was the 
owner of two shares in the Yun Wo firm and 
of one share in the Yi Li firm, and upon his 
death his shares remained in the firms, and the 
surviving partners continued to carry on the

In these circamstances the learned Acting 
Chief Justice held that the case was concluded 
by the authority of Murray v.-The East India 
Company, 2 B. & Ald. 204, and he gave judg- 
ment for the Respondent. ‘This ‘case, which 
was deoided in [82], established the proposition 
that if a person to whoma cause ‘of action 
would have aovrued if he were living dies in- 
testate or. without leaving an executor before 
the cause of action accrues, the statutes of :limi- 
tations do not begin to run until administration 
has been taken out. The case was not the firat 
of its kind. In the judgment of the Court 
Stanford's Case, sited in Cro Jac. 61, and 
Cary v. Stephenson, 2 Salk. 421, were quoted, 
and it was said that the latter case had decided 
precisely the same point. In Murray v, The 
asf: India Company the action was brought by 
an administrator, with a will annexed, of goods 
left anadministered by a furmer administrator, 
upon several bills of exchange drawn in favour 
of the testator, but which were accepted by the 
defendants and became payable after his death, 
No executor was appointed by the will, and the 
firat grant of administration was made after the 
bills had become payable. At the institution of 
the action more than six years had elapsed since 
the bills became payable, but the first grant of 
sdministration had been made within six years - 
before the bringing of the a:tiou. On these 
facta it was contended on behalf of the dofend- 
ants that fthe statute of limitations began to 
ran from the time when the bills became pay- 
able, and that the right of action was therefore 
barred by the statute. But Chief Justice Abbott, 
in delivering the jadgment of the Oourt, said, at 
p. 214:—“ We are of opinion that the time of 
limitation in the present case did not begin. to 
ran until the grant of the administration. The 
words of the statute 21 James 1 0. ‘16 5, 3 are 
that sotions upon the case, eto.. shall be brought 
withio six years uext after the canse of such ac- 
tions, and not after. Now, independently of 
authority, we think that it cannot: be said 
that a cause of aotion existe, unless there 
be also a person in existence capable of suing.” 
And judgment was given for the plaintiff. 

This case is recognized as an authority for 
the rule which it fays down by Lord Justice 
Smith in Musuras Bey v. Gadban 71 (iL. T. 
(N. 3.) at p. 54, and in such treatises as Will- 
iams’ Law of Exeoutors and Adminstrators, pp. 
462 and 1,735, and: Darby and Bosanquot's 
Statutes of Limitations, p. 47. See also Pratt y. 
Swaine, 86 & C. 285. go wine 

But, at the hearing of this appeal, Mr. Francis, 
on behalf of the Appellante, put forward several 
reasous why the case of Murray.v.. The East 
India Company should not-be taken to govern 
the decision in the present case. In the first 
place it was urged that the deceased had the 
right to demand an account from bis partners, 
and that therefore the statute must be deemed to 
have commenced to run daring his lifetime. 
Section 3) of the Partnership Ordinance, 1897,- 
—‘ Partuers are bound: to render true accounts 
and fall information of ali things affecting the _ 
partnership to any partner or bis legal represent- 
atives”—was quoied as expressing the pre-exist- - 
ing law on this subject. But this.point seems — 
to be answered. by the following passage. from = ~ 
Lindtey’s Law of Partnership. p. 512, underthe - 
heading of “defences to.an action: \ a 
between: partners and persons claiming: under. 
them”:—“ So long, indeed, as a

rights and enjoying bis own property, the 
- statute of limitations has, it is conovied, no 
_ application at all; but as soon as a partuership 
is dissolved or there is any exclusion of one part- 
ner by the others, the case is very different, and 
the statute begins to run.” ere there is 
nothing before the Court to show that the 
deceased ‘was not exercising his rights and en- 
joying his own property in the partnerships 
until his death, or to show that there was any 
dissolution of the partnerships or exclusion of 
him by the other partners before his death. 
See on this point the observations of J_ord 
Chancellor Hatherley in Burdick v. Garrick, 5 
Ch. App., at p. 241, and of Lord Colonsay in 
Knox v. Gye, 5 Eng. & Ir. App., at p. 677. I 
do not think, therefore, that the statute began 
to run during the lifetime of the deceased. 


Then it was said that by the operation of 
section 18 of the Probates Ordinance, 1897, by 
which it is enacted that ‘“ From and after the 
decease of any person dying intestate and until 

4 administration is granted in respect of his estate, 
the estate of such deceased person shall be vest- 
ed in the Official Administrator,” there was in 

- existence a person, namely, the Official Admini- 

atrator, who could, immediately on the death 
; of the decessed. have sued for an acoount of his 
oe partnership dealings with the Appellants, and 
ae therefore the statute began to run from 
his dsath. it is to be observed, however, 

that this enactment was not in operation at 

the time of the death of the deceased, and 

the corresponding enactment of Ordinance 

No. 8 of 1860, namely. section 39, vested the 

personal estate and effects of intestates not in 

the Official Administrator but in the Registrar 

of the Supreme Court. No right to apply for 

and obtain letters of administration was con- 

ferred upon the Registrar, and it was clearly 
contemplated by the Ordinanke that such right 

should devolve either upon the Official Admini- 

strator or upon a private person. Ou inquiry I 

learn thatthe practice under section 39 of the 

Ordinance of )860 was for the Registiar to 

take posseésion of the deosased intestate’s pro- 

i perty, aud to hold it until the Official Adaini- 
. strator or some private person had taken out let- 
i ters of administration. I am therefore of opinion 
that, upon the death of the deceased taking 
place. there was no person in existence in whom 
the right to institute a suit for a partnership 
account on behalf of -his estate was vested. and 
consequently that tha statute did not begin ta 

run ov his death. . 

In the last place it was said that the case of 
Monckton v. Payne, [1899] 2 Q.B. 603. was a 
clearj authority in favour of the Appellants; 
that it was no. consistent with Murray v. The 
East India Company; and that the Court must 
choose between the two cases Monckton v. 
Payne was tried by Lord Justice Sinith, sit- 
ting as a Judge of the Queeu's Bench Divi- 
sion without a jury. The faots in it were 
as follows. The lord of & manor was en- 
titled to an arbitrary fine ou the admittance 
of a tenant to copyhold. ‘The fine was to 
be fixed by the lord himself, but was not to 
exceed two years’ annual value of the copy 
hold, On the 5th April, 1892, the defendant 
was admitted a copyhold tenant of the manor. 
In February, 1898, the lord assessed the fine 
at the sum of #24, which was admitted to be a 
reasonable amount; and on the 2nd September, 
1898, a demand for this amount was made on 
the defendant, The fine not having been paid, 
an action was brought to recover it, the writ 
being issued on the 13th April, 1899. The 
Statute of Limitatious—3 and 4 Will 4, 0. 42, 
s. 3 (1)—was relied on a8 a defence. On these 
facts the learned Judge said that the plaintiff's 
contention amounted to this, ‘that the plaintiff 
had power to postpone the operation of the 

_ statue as long as he chose, and that the period 
of limitation was not to begin to run in the 
tenant's favour until the lord hed thought fit 
to make the <r Te demas elo 
might :postpone at his will for any length of 
ria But Lord Justice Smith refused toadopt 
this view, and held that in euch a case as that 
the cause of action was the admittance, and the 
atatute at once began to operate. Accordingly 
‘he gave judgmont for the dofendant. 

Thiscase of Monokton v. Payno is not really, 
in gy-epinion, in conflict with Murray v. The 
Hast Tnaia Company. It does not touch the 


cope with the situation. 
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general point decided in the latter case that, 
in the ouse of a right of action in respect of an 
intestate’s estate, the operation of the statutes 
of limitations is postponed until there is in 
existence a representative of tho estate, capable 
of asserting the right. It merely affirmed that, 
in the particular oizcumstauces of the case, the 
lord of the manor, a person in existence aud 
capable of asserting this right, could not by his 
own act be allowed to defeat the operation of 
the statutes on that right. 

Twe othor observations to the same effect on 
this point may be made. One is that in 
Monckton v. Payne the case of Murray v. The 
East India Company was not referred to either 
in the arguments or in the judgment. The 
other is that it is dot easy to see howa consider- 
ed judgment of the Court of King’s Bench 
can be regarded as having been impliedly over- 
ruled or affected by the decision of a Judge, 
however distinguished, sitting alone for the 
trial of causes, 

I am therefore of opinion that the case of 
Monckton v. Payne is not an authority for the 
ducision of the present case, 

Daring the argument and in the course of 
my reflection on the case, I have been a good 
deal impressed with the inconvenience attending 
upon the making of a claim, as in the preseut 
instance, after the lapse of so long of time as 
more than 18 years. But I can find no autho- 
rity forholding that the duty of taking out letters 
of administration at an earlier time was cast 
upon the Respondent or any one else, aud the 
result. of some of the cases to which reference 
has been made seems to be that a right which 
arises upon or after the death of a persen in- 
testate may be kept alive for au indetinite period 
by the fact that no one takes out letters of ad- 
ministration: ses Darby and  Losauquet’s 
Statutes of Limitations, p. 239. In Fairclaim 
v. Little. oited in Murray v. The Kast India 
Company ubi supra, atp. 21 tho right of 
action arose in 1779, and letters of administra- 
tion were not taken out until (816. 

For these reasons { come to the conclusivn 
that the learned Judge was right io boldiug 
that the oaxe of Murray v. ‘lhe East India 
Company is decisive of the presont case, aud that 
the judgment should be affirmed aud this appeal 
dismissed, with costs. 

‘I'he Puisne Judge concurred.

At the Magistracy on the 13th inat. Ghebsa 
Khan, a private in the Hongkong Regiment, was 
charged on remand with the wilful murder of 
Lance-Sergeant Ghulam Hagsam, of the same 
Regiment Mr. Bowley appeared for the pro- 
secutionand Mr. Wilkinson for the defence. 

Allah Dittah Khan, a private in the Hong- 
kong Regiment, said he belonged to D Com- 
pany, No. 4 section. Each company had a 
block to itself in the Barracks, and each 
block -contained four rooms, one for “each 
section. No. 4 section had a room to it- 
self, and. in that room the non-commis- 
sioned officers and men of the section slept. 
In the middle of the day on the 8th 
March he was in the room of. No. 4 section. He 
was sitting on his bed. This was at about ona 
o'clock. The deceased, the prisoner, and several 
other men wore in the room at the time, The 
deceased was lying down on his bed asleep. 
The prisoner aud two others were sitting on a 
bed. Four of the men were teiling the pri- 
soner, “Now is your time; he's not got 
so many of his men here.” They told 
the priscner that the deceased was asleep 
aud that if the deceased struck him back 
they would come and rescue him. The prisuner 
then went to tho fireplice and picked up a 
broom. The prisoner then walked towards tha 
bed of tho deceased and stood looking at him 
for soine time to see ii he was asleep. Finding 
he was asleep the prisoner struck him thrice 
with the broom ou the right side of the head. 
He then threw. the broom down and ran away. 
‘The broom ased was like the ove produced. 
When‘ strack with the broom deveased nade 
no sound; he did not even move his arm. Wit- 
ness was s{auding about ten paces away. There 
were 25 beds in the room. When the prisoner 
was sitting on the bed with the other four men 
he had nothing in his hand. At about fire 
minutes to two the Subaduh came in aud the 
deceased was sent to the hospital and the pri- 
soner to the guard room. 

Subahdar Kharam Khan said he belonged 
to No. 4 Company of the Hongkong Ragi- 
ment. At about ten minutes to two in the 
afternoon of the 8th instant, someone came 
to him aud mada a report In consequence 
he dressed aud went out. ile saw the pri- 
soner in custody. 
occupied by the No. 4 section and found the 
deceased lying on Lis bed. Blood was flowing 
from bis nose aud mouth The deceased was 
lying on his right side. He felt his pulse and 
looked at him, but saw no marks The skin of 
the head was uot broken. He did not notica 
any bruise on the head. He sent the deceased 
to the hospital, witness accompanying him. 
Witness saw three brooms in the room of the 
No. 4 section.: They wero all together near the 
fireplace, The brooms produced were the s.me. 
He took them out of the room and they 
were put into the store. 

- Assistant-Surgeon Pullen said that on the 
afternoon of the 8th March, about half-past two, 
he saw the deceased in the hospital in a semi- 
unconscioug state. LHe tried to rouse him but 
without success. He moved his hau‘is and re- 
sisted their feeling his pulse of interfering with 
his ayes. Blood was issuing froin the nose and 
moath, aud there was a large swelling over the 
eyes. The skin was not broken. ‘The deceased 
died at 5-30 the same afternoun. The cause 
of death was coma. He attended the post 
mortem the next day with Major Brown. 
On removing the sculp they found a great 
quantity of blood in the tissues, On examining 
the skull internally they found a fracture 
lt 
went right across the top of the skull. At the 
top of the skall tho fractura was splintered. 
On removing the skull the brain was. found 
to be impregnated with small fragments of bone. 
The result: was that the brain was lacorated 
and thére was a diffusion of blood.

QUEEN'S COLLEGE REPORT: 


OOOO 
The auoual report of the Head Master of 
Queen's College is publishad in the Gadette 
We make the following extracts :— 


1 he total number on Roll was 1,344. the shme 
figure as in 1898. The attendance, howe er, 
shows a very marked improvement, 204,021 for 
230 instead of 176.867 for 235 days, after Fe. 
ducing attendances of 1898 pro rada to the same 
numberof days 230, we find an increase in 1899 of 
30,917 attendances. Tho highest monthly at- 
tendances 1,072, 1.070 and 1,055 actually exceed 
the total annual rolls of the years 1892-1898. 
The largest number of boys present on one da 
was 1,031; more than were present in 189 
throughout the whole year. 

Hence it would appear that we are justified 
in consi lering the inoreased demand for ad.

One of the firemen was seriously burnt about the 
face and bands, and injured about tho bead by 
falling bricks, and narrowly eacaped with his 
life. A few minates afterwards another terrific 
explosion occurred. The remainder of the roof 
was lifted off that half of the godown which is 
on the east <ide of Hing Lang. Lane, and an 
immense mass of burning matter wis blown into 
the air to a height of from 50 to 6! feat. The 
roof of an adjoining building on the east side was 
seriously damaged, and a building in Queen's 
Road Weat at a di-tance of 1':0 yards was ignited 
by burning débris and completely destroyed. 

There was a very large quantity of Chinese 
crackers stored in the Chap Yik Godown, bat 
not in the immediate proximity of the seat of 
the origiual fire. 

The danger arising out of the uncontrolled 
storage of fire crackers ix one that had not 
escaped attention, and long before this fire 
ocourred proposals were under consideration for 
guarding against it, and a Bill is aBout to be 
introduced into the Legislature. dealing with 
the subject. 

There are no regulations for the storage of 
sulphur or saltpetre, and this is a matter which 
is now receiving attention. I cunfess it had 
escaped me before, © 

‘The water in the mains was not turned off at 
any time duriog the yeur, 

The mobility of the Brivade at the Centtal 
tire Station has been materially increased by 
the acquisition from Messrs. Merryweather and 
Sons of a quatricyole despatch box by means of 
which four firemen can transport thomselves 
and 600 feet of hose and the necessary appliances 
to the scene of a fire iu a very short time.

“WEEKLY PREss,”

Dear Siz,—Having been informed of the 
contents of a letter addressed to you by a cor- 
respondent signing himself “A Chinaman,” 
which appeared in your isaue of the 7th instant 
under the heading of “‘ Chinese Representaton,” 
I cannot allow same to pass uncontradicted. 

Whether “A Chinaman " purposely or 
unintentionally misunderstood me I cannot say.

What T really said was that amongst the 
Chinese there is a lack of unity and that it was 
most necessary for them to unite together in 
raudering assistance and support to their repre- 
sentatives in the Lagislative Council, by supply- 
ing them with their views, suggestions and in- 
formations, by taking more personal interest in 
the public affairs of the Colony and by earnest 
co-operation. eR 

In fature if “A Chinaman ” has any sugges- 
tions to. make for the beuefit of the Chinese L 
‘hope he will cause them to be inserted in one of 
the Chinese newspapers which can be read and 


- understood by most of his fellow-couatrymen. 


His suggestions, in my opinion, should not be 
published in an English newspaper, which very 
few indeed of the Chinese have au opportunity 
or the ability to peruse or understand. 

In conclusion I mist remind “ A Chinaman" 
(whoever he may be) that the Chinese alone can 
properly understand the wants of the Chinese, 
and that matters purely concerning or affvoting 
the Chinese can only be advantageously discas- 
sed _by,.the Chinese themselves through the 
medium of a Chinese newspaper.

Gradually the situation in the southern is- 
lands is improving, although there will be much 
work, and an endless amount of bushwhacking 
before affairs will settle back into their normal 
state. The placing of troops at the various 
ports has thrown a year's produce upon the 
markets, and in spite of the insurrsotion all the 
available coasting steamers have been more 
than a month busily engaged in carrying the 
goods to Manila. The same feverish race is on 
to-day that marked the ‘first opening of ports; . 
ships come in and go out under full heads of , 
steam and cargo; coolies are in demand more,_ 
than ever. The next month and a half to. two 
months should see every port cleared out as 
clean usa whistle, and thon it is more than likely 
that many of the ships will be idle again. The 
smouldoring insurrection and active ladrones 
will preveut cultivation on any extensive scale 
for months to come, and if p esent indications 
count for anything I should say that next 
year's output will be limited. At the time of 
writing many of the ports are empty, every 
Bhred of hemp or leaf of tobacco having 
been taken off by the steamers. The rest are 
fast trausferring their goods to ships’ holds, 
While the ports are comparatively safe the 
interior is, hcwever, a mire of quicksand, and no 
sane person ventures away from the vicinity of 
the American gurrisons. A few energetic 
natives and Chinamen who went inland to look 
after their crops have faifed to return and 
others are naturally hesitating to repeat the 
performance. here are tons of marketable- 
stuff in| the interior, but the insurrectors and 
ladrones\will not allow it to pass to the consts. 
It is rumoured that much of the mouey paid by 
shipp:rs and hemphouses for the thousands of 
bales aunt to Manila has already found its way 
into the insurgent coffers, and if this is true its 
disposition may be speculated upon. There will 
ntbably be anothg# brisk season among the 
filibusters of Chinaiand Japan.

It states that a telegram was addres- 
sed to Paris, requesting ‘that fifteen thousand 
francs shonid be sent to a certain M. Crétois in 
payment for certain property purchased. The 
English censor read the words “ Envoyes 15,000 
Cretois” as meaning that the Boers had comman- 
deered 15 thousand Cretans! The Tribune po- 
litely conoludes that we are as foolish as we are 
pretentious. Tho story is a pretty one—but we 
thought the proverb said it was the Cretans who 
were liars. 

A (fire broke out in the Lau-Kung-Mao Cot- 
ton Mill, Shanghai, at about 6 a.m. on the 7th 
iust., doing damage estimated at about 10,0 0 
tuels, Ihe fire originated in the mixing-room 
and 4&0 picuis of cotton, placed there the pre- 
vious night, were destroyed. The building 
escaped injury, but the leather belting room 
below was damaged by waler. ‘I'he business of 
the mill has not been impeded to any material 
extent by the outbreak. As to the origio of 
the fire. it ix considered probable that the caase 
was a matoh, dropped by one of the Chinese or 
bv one of the hands smoking in the mixing 
room. Good service was done by the Grinnell 
sprinklers, with which the works are fitted, and 
the hands alao worked willingly in preventing 
the spread of the flames, the Fire Brigade not 
baing called ont. The insurance on the buiid- 
ing is divided amongst all the principal Shaug- 
hai offices.
